Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the "septum" taught by 
Reference 1 (Wolf 2004/0147869) refers to tissue through which the reference conduit can pass during implantation, not the Examiner's 
asserted interpretation of where the conduit is meant to be implanted. However, in the same paragraph, the reference states that the 
conduits "are capable of fluid communication through all such walls," thus suggesting that the conduit may be, even if temporarily, 
implanted in the septum. The remanining arguments are drawn to the newly amended claim languages, which has not been entered as 
they would require new consideration.
